35 STATES FAVOR 
U.S. HIGHWAY AID 


Need Increased Funds 
To Keep Abreast of 
Registrations 


By FRANCIS P. DAILY 
ASHINGTON, Nov. 6. 
—Increased annual 
appropriations for Federal 
aid are necessary if highway 
construction to keep 
abreast @f automobile regis- 
trations, in the opinion of 
of the 48 states, according to 
an analysis of questionnaires 
sent to state highway com- 
missioners by the American 
Motorists’ Association. 

An affirmative answer was re- 
ceived to the following question 
from thirty-five of the states: 
“Do you favor an increase in the 
present amount of Federal aid 
appropriation, the annual ap- 
propriation at the present time 
being $75,000,000?” ' 

Replies from thirteen states in- 
dicated that the state highway of- 
ficials of these states do not favor 
increased Federal aid. 

In the opinion of those favoring 
additional Federal aid the consensus 

|was that $100,000.000 annually 
should be appropriated for this pur- 
pose. Replies from five states, how- 
ever, placed the minimum at $150,- 
060,000 annually or twice the present 
authorization for 1929, 1930 and 1931 
of $75,000,000 annually.

The British colonies are now 
permitted to grow and export this necessity of modern life 
without the false restriction imposed by very dubious 
economic experiment. 

When the British government shackled the production 
and export of this product there was loud outery here, 
America being the principal consumer of rubber throughout 
the world. There were prophecies based on figures proving 
that within a very few years there would be a rubber famine, 
with prices soaring to impossible heights. And yet the famine 
never materialized.
